This death to sin, by being made 
alive to Christ, is illustrated ‘by 
Baptism as explained in Romans 
6:3-10, “Do you not know that all 
we who have been baptized into 
Christ Jesus have been baptized 
into his death? For we were 
buried with Him.by means of 
Baptism into death, in order that, 
Just as Christ has arisen from the 
dead through the glory of the 
Father, so we also may walk in the 
newness of life. For if we have 
been united with him in the like- 
mess of his death, we shall beso 
the likeness of his resurrection 
also."’ 


For the one in Christ then, a 
new day has dawned. A new pos- 
sibility exists. We are not to sleep 
on as the world does. Look at 
Ephesians 5:14, “Awake thou that 
sleepest and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give you life.” 
You are to waken—wake up—rise 
up from the dead. It is here we 
find the indwelling new life.

These verses in 
Ephesians and Colossians are good 


verses to memorize. They tell you ; 


how to live the Christian life, and 
there is something else that you 
will find as you begin to go over 
these verses in your daily walk. 
You will find help. Christ and the 
Holy Spirit will help you. As Paul 
also says in Philippians 3:13-14, 
“Forgetting those things which are 
past, reaching forth to those things 
which are before, I press toward 
the mark of the high calling of 
God.” Let us put on the armor 
of light—Let us walk honestly in 
the day!

Accept him as Sav- 
iour, accept him as Lord, He will 
give you light and life—enrich- 
ing the present and brightening 
the future. Don’t go on living with 
emptiness in your soul. You ean 
know the full Salvation. You can 
know -the full life. We ought to 
live as though Christ is coming 
back this very day, and we ought 
to labor as though he would nev- 
er come back. The only day that 
we have this opportunity to accept 
the Lordship of Christ is today.

TROUBLE-SHOOTING 
WORKSHOP HELD AT ANDOVER 
LAST MONTH 


A sawmill trouble-shooting work 
shop, held last month at Andover 
Wood Products Company in And- 
over, attracted 64 mill’ owners, 
Managers, millwrights, and other 
interested people, according to 


George Bourassa, Utilization and ~ 


Marketing Forester, Maine Forest 
Service. : 

“The idea behind the workshop 
was to show mill personnel how 
they could improve their sawing 
accuracy by using commonly ay- 
ailable tools or self-made gauges. 
When a mill is sawing accurately, 
Jess wood is wasted in the form 
of thin boards or shavings and 
more lumber is sawn from the 
same amount of logs,” said Peter 
Lammert, Assistant Utilization 
Forester, who helped organize the 
the workshop. 

Technical assistance was pyro- 
vided by Sumner and Fred Oleson, 
from E. G. Oleson & Son, West- 
brook. Sumner Oleson demon- 
strated how to check track level- 
ness and alignment, carriage al- 
ignment, and the dish in saws and 
saw collars. Fred Oleson discussed 
problems of saw teeth that become 
loose or break, sawdust which 
leaks through loose or worn cir- 
cles, and the proper procedures 
and teeth for sawing frozen logs. 
He demonstrated how a saw is 
tensioned or “hammered’. 


Representatives from 25 mills. 


attended the session including 
sawyers and millwrights from Star- 
bird Lumber, Strong: Stowell Mac- 
‘Gregor, Dixfield; F. E. Wood “& 
Sons, East Baldwin; Paris Manu- 
facturing Inc., South Paris; and 
Forster Manufacturing Co., Wil- 
ton. In addition, representatives 
from Ethan Allen plants—the par- 
ent company of Andover Wood 
Products—in Vermont and New 
York attended. 


A workshop for band saw filers 
is in the planning stages at the 
Olesons’ Westbrook shop.

German Diary 
by Ann Morten 


For ten days recently the place 
to go” in Berlin was Internationale 
Grune Woche (Green Week), The 
enormous Funkturn was the site 
for the 23 exhibition halls, It was 
like a combination garden, home, 
agricultural, horticultural show all 
tied together with food and wines 
from thirty countries. Many halls 
were devoted to flowers, shrubs, 
trees. One housed only orchids 
growing in natural settings of all 
kinds; another hall resembled a 


springtime walk in a beautiful — 


wooded garden—thousands of tu- 
lips bloomed among the trees in 
full leafy array. Forsythia was 
completely in blossom as I have 
never seen it in our area of winter 
kill, Beautifully landscaped for- 
mal gardens surrounded fountains, 
Many of these plants and bulbs 
were started in the hall Jast fall. 
We wondered how 40 foot trees 
could survive the transplanting. 

We went to Green Week on the 
U-Bahn (subway) and just follow- 
ed the crowd to the Funkturn, Ab- 
out 60,000 people attended each 
day, so the aisles were crowded and 
progress slow the day the high 
school teachers and students at- 
tended. On the final day of Green 
Week our family arrived when it 
opened at 10 a. m. and found the 
first two hours very uncrowded 
and pleasant. 

Each of the 30 countries had 
food, drink and exhibits represen- 
fative of its culture. Most sales 
people were dressed in native cos- 
tume, and the areas were very 
colorful. We were naturally curi- 
ous to see what items would be 
chosen to represent the United 
States. There’ were stalls selling 
hot dogs, hamburgers, hush pup- 
pies, corn on the cob and lobsters 
(from Portland, Maine). Did I de- 
tect a Down East twang in that 
German tongue as we tried un- 
Successfully _ to get information 
from the waiter? 

The familiar odor of a barn 
greeted us as we entered the part 
of the agricultural show featuring 
live animals. The finest breeds of 
cows, horses, pigs, goats, sheep, 
chickens, rabbits, chinchillas and 
a working beehive in a tulip gar- 
den were enthusiastically viewed 
by young and old. 

In the home section, Saladmas- 
ter demonstrations abounded. 
Small appliances such as irons, 
blenders mangles, resembled 
styles we had in the states 20 
years ago, 

Booths selling seeds, bulbs and 
garden tools were attracting many 
People, 

Wines, beers, wursts and chees- 
es were being sampled every- 
where. There were hundreds of 
wine tasting booths, and none 


seemed to be lacking customers.

’ Maine's first billion dollar budg- 
et was unveiled last week by Gov. 
Brennan, The Governor claims no 


‘fax increase, but has proposed a 


83% increase in reyenues from 
licensing motor vehicles. The budg- 
et is expected to top $2 billion 
with the addition of federal funds. 

Part 1 budget shows a 6% in- 
crease, modest considering the U. 
of M., Mental Health and Human 
Services have had increases well 
above the 6% figure, I have yet to 
find areas that must have had less 
than the 6%. The Appropriations 
Committee will be reviewing the 
budget. over the next several 
weeks and reporting back to the 
legislature, ; 

One department that seems to 
have made out very well is high- 
way. The Governor has recomend- 
ed that we bond $22 million for 
highway and bridge purposes. ‘We 
traditionally bonded about $10 to 
$11 million and annually retired 
this amount. Thus, to go to $22 mil- 
Jion will expand present building 
capability, but require more pay 
back at a later date, 

‘A group of eight legislators 
(including myself) had a tour last 
week of the Maine State Prison: at 
Thomaston. We wanted to see 
what conditions existed before the 
legislature amended the - new 
Criminal Code and passed the 
budget for the Department of 
Mental Health and Corrections. 


Many conditions that exist at the 
prison account for the fact that 
over 51% of ithe prisoners will 
return to Thomaston.
